Their Client Out of Jail.

5.— No 
positive 
steps Lave been taken toward having 
Nan P atterson released on bail, it be­ 
ing agreed by her counsel and her 
father that even though bail were pos­ 
sible at once, it would be better for the 
girl to remain quietly in the Tombs 
for a re st after the ordeal she has 
undergone. 
Alarming reports have been circu­ 
lated as to Miss P atterso n ’s condition, 
it being declared that following her 
collapse when the third jury was dis­ 
charged without a decision of her case, 
she had lain for hours in a com atose 
condition and was a physical wreck, 
It was stated at the Tombs today that 
Miss P atterso n ’s condition i« practical* 
ly normal. 
She shows the effects of 
her trial but is far from a real break 
down. 
Miss P atterson’s lawyers today will 
endeavor to reach an agreem ent with 
the district attorney’s office as to the 
am ount of bail their client shall be 
required to give. 
They hope the sum 
will be a nominal one. but say they 
are prepared to furnish a bondsman 
for any am ount within reason. 
There 
is much speculation as to what course 
the district attarney will pursue with 
reference to the trial of J. Morgan 
Smith and his wife on the charge of 
conspiracy and what effect the testi­ 
mony adduced at their hearing might 
have upon a possible fourth trial for 
Miss P atterson. No definite statem ent 
ha3 been made on the subject how- 
ever. 


The Decisive Factor.

Strike Breakers Bought Off. 
Elmira. N. Y 
May 5 —Fifteen hun­ 
dred striking miners gathered at Bloss­ 
burg, Pa., and started to march to 
Morris Run, Pa., to frighten or buy 
off non-union men who have taken 
their places in the mines of the Morris 
Run Coal Mining company. 
Reports 
say the strikers succeeded in getting 
a large proportion of the men to not 
only quit work, but to leave Morris 
Run. the strikers furnishing money 
to them which had been supplied by 
the National 
mine 
w orkers’ 
union. 
According to latest reports there has 
been no trouble. 


Charge Not Sustained. 
Grand Rapids. Mich., May 5.— After 
being out just one hour, the jury in 
the conspiracy case against E. D. Con­ 
ger, publisher of the Grand Rapids 
Herald, returned a verdict of not guil­ 
ty. Conger was indicted on the charge 
of conspiracy with Lant K. Salsbury, 
ex-city attorney, and others, to obtain 
a contract for bringing Lake Michigan 
w ater to the city by m eans of bribing 
the m ayor and m em bers of the com­ 
mon council board of public works.

Cov. D.nCv'H Investigates.

Ill , May 5 - A com m it­ 
tee of business m en from Chicago ap­ 
peared I ( fore the governor at Spring- 
f Id and were with him several hours. 
They stated the facts regarding the 
conditions in Chicago with reference 
to riots, tum ults and disorders and 
lack of p ro tection to their business ex­ 
isting in Chicago, and asked him to 
make an investigation of them with a 
vit w to re s to rin g o rd er and protecting 
life and property. 
The governor said 
he would make a careful investigation 
of all the facts they had subm itted to 
him. 
He also said the state was pre- 
par. d to met t emergencies as they 
arose aud that tho national guard was 
fully equipped to do its duty on tho 
s h o rte s t possible notice. 


Women in Out Hospitals 


Appalling Increase in the Number of Operations 
Performed 
Each Year—How Women 
May 
Avoid Them. 


Chicago, May 5.— Sheriff Thomas E. 
B arrett of Cook county took active 
control of the strike situation today. 
So much pressure had been brought 
to bear upon him and Mayor Dunne by 
business men who believe their inter­ 
ests to be seriously Imperiled by the 
constant rioting in the streets, that 
the sheriff was compelled to swear in 
a large force of deputies and take ac­ 
tive steps to do away with the present 
disorder. 
A com m ittee of prominent business 
men headed by John G. Shedd of Mar­ 
shall Field & Co., wc.it to Springfield 
yesterday afternoon to lay the situa­ 
tion before Governor Deneen and to 
declare that in their opinion condi­ 
tions in Chicago were such that the 
militia is imperatively needed. 
Tho 
Chicago Clearing House association 
adopted sweeping resolutions declar­ 
ing that the riots in the streets were 
constantly increasing in fury and had 
gone beyond the power of the civil 
authorities of the city and county to 
control. 
It was therefore the opinion 
of the members of the clearing house 
that the state troops should be at once 
called upon. 
Both Mayor Dunne and 
Sheriff B arrett have ben deluged by 
letters and m essages declaring th at 
conditions had become Insupportable 
and that a stop to the rioting should 
be made at once. 
N otw ithstanding all 
this pressure 
the sheriff is determ ined to take the 
situation in hand himself, declaring 
that until he has done so he will not be 
justified in calling for the militia. 
Mayor Dunne for three hours yes­ 
terday afternoon rode the down-town 
streets in a carriage, and on his return 
to the city hall declared that he had 
seen no violence and believed the po­ 
lice to be fully able to cope with the 
situation. 
The business men who are anxious 
for troops point as an argum ent to the 
long list of injured which is printed 
every day and declare that this alone 
is sufficient evidence to prove that the 
rioting is not suppress.#. 
They de­ 
clare that thpy are unable to make re­ 
tail deliveries in many parts of the 
city, and but for the fact that many 
of their 
men 
are 
accompanied 
by 
guards carrying rifles and shotguns, 
they would he murdered in the streets. 
A 
conference 
was 
held 
between 
Levy Meyer, attorney for the Em ploy­ 
ers’ association, and the leaders of the 
team sters’ union. 
It was supposed be­ 
fore its com m encem ent that the m eet­ 
ing would have strong influence toward 
the settlem ent of the strike. 
It, how­ 
ever, resulted in nothing. 
The men 
met 
In 
the 
presence 
of 
Secretary 
Shandley of the state board of arbi­ 
tration, and the talk at first was of a 
conciliatory character. 
In a few m in­ 
utes President Shea of the te am sters’ 
union volunteered the assertion that 
the team sters were in no way respon­ 
sible for the attacks on non-union men 
and the rioting in the streets. 
A ttor­ 
ney Meyer declared with much em ­ 
phasis that toe team sters were respon­ 
sible for the entire trouble. 
Shea de­ 
nied this and Meyer reasserted it with 
Increased vigor. 
The debate cam e to 
a close and t n t meeting ended with it. 
The labor men left the conference. 
The team sters made an attem pt to 
call out the employes of the Chicago 
Union Traction company. 
This cor­ 
poration 
operates 
all 
the streetcar 
lines on the north and west sides of 
the city and is in charge of receivers 
appointed by the United States courts. 
Albert 
Young, 
representing 
the 
team sters, called upon General Man­ 
ager Roach of the traction company 
and demanded that the company at 
once canoe’ Its contracts with the P ea­ 
body Coal company 
and receive no 
more coal from It. 
“ But we are under contract to pur­ 
chase our coal front the Peabody Coal 
company,” said Mr. Roach. 
“Well, you’ve heard what our po­ 
sition Is,” declared Young, and he as­ 
serted that unless the contracts were 
Immediately 
cancelled 
the 
firemen 
would be called out and the other em ­ 
ployes would strike in sympathy. 
A meeting of the receivers was held 
at once and the < Ifleers of the Peabody 
Coal company were asked if they were 
able to deliver coal. They replied that 
they were, and Young was then in­ 
formed that the contract would not be 
cancelled and that the company would 
continue to receive coal from the Pea­ 
body company 
W, I). Mahon, presi­ 
dent of the national organization of 
streetcar men, was in Hie city, and 
after looking into the situation he or­ 
dered all m embers of the streetcar 
m en’s 
union 
to continue

work. 
They were under agreement, he de­ 
clared, with the Union Traction com ­ 
pany. and this agreem ent wool ! not 
be broken.
